know, That We will not at the ſaid Firſt day of March, expect the attendance 
of any, but onely ſuch as being in o2 about the Cities of London oz Weſtminſter, 
may — the making ok the laid Pꝛoꝛogation, as heretofo2e hath in like caſes been 
accuſtomed,
